Scientist briefs area 
firms on technology 
needs for space

TWIN FALLS - Astronauts’ 
special menu needs - high energy 
and long shelf life, for example, 
and packaging that stands up to 
space travel - forces food compa- 
nies to think outside the box. . 
Anthony L. Pomctto III told an 
Idaho audience Thursday. 

Pomctto is director of the 
NASA Food Technology 
Commercial Space Center in 
Ames, Iowa, whose commercial 
‘ partners hnve a fasr track for try- 
ing to get products onto Shuttle 
— missions und the International 
Space Station. He was in Twin - 
Falls Thursday to brief local food 
companies on the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s needs, and his 
talk was video-linked to class- 
rooms in Moscow, Boise, Idaho 
Falls and Lewiston. 

NASA won’t be a big buyer of 
any food or food-related technolo- 
gy, Pomctto said. But the 
advances a participating compa- 
ny makes will boost its business 
elsewhere. 

“It will take yon to the next 
level by being a player," he said. 

A Jerome businessman is at the 
top tier of players. 

Bruce J. Bradley, president of 
Rocky Mountain Resource Labs 
Inc. in Jerome, made bis company 
one of five “corporate founding 
partners" for Pometto’s food tech- 
nology center - along with the 
likes of Kraft Foods Inc. and 
Maytag Corp. 

With the help of a federal 
grant. Rocky Mountain Resource 
Labs is developing Bradley’s 
invention of a wet-vacuum system 
for collecting bacteria off meat 
carcasses. NASA is interested in 
the device for food safety. 
Bradley said. 

Bruce Mitchell of Millennial 
Technology in Oakley spent much 
ofjllturwlay with Pomctto talking 
alxnu a project of his own.

Gore banks on recounts; Bush hopes for quick end

As Florida’s presidential elec- 
tion approaches a key crossroad 
tonight, Vice President Al Gore 
and Gov. George W. Bush each 
believes he’s on a track that can 
cany him to the White House. 

Gore’s strategy is two-pronged: 
He must maintain public patience 
while two or- more counties keep 
finding votes for him through 
tedious manual recounts. And he 
must secure court rulings to bar 
Florida from certifying a narrow 
Bush lead - which both campaigns 
expea to exist on Saturday - until 
those recounts conclude. 

Bush, meanwhile, plans to sprint 
to tonight's midnight deadline, 
when tho last overseas absentee

TWIN FALLS - When Richard 
Stallings went 10 bed on election night 
in 1984, ho had a 66-vote lead over 
embattled I'.S. Rep. George Hansen. 

And tin: innner Democratic congress- 
man’s thoughts and feelings on that 
Lady November night give him a sense 
of what presidential hopefuls George 
W. Bush and Al Gore are going through- 
“I think they're anguishing,” 
Stallings said. 

- — ‘ The-presidential-tug*of-war_has_ 

Stallings and Hansen reliving their 1984 
battle for the 2nd Congressional 
District’s House scat, eventually decid- 
ed in fnvor of Stallings by 170 votes out 


of 200.000 cast. 

At the lime, Stallings thought his vic- 
tory was tight, but the presidential race 
numbers coming out of Florida and 
other stales show just how tight an elec- 
tion can bo. 

“By comparison, my vote was a land- 
slide when you consider they’re dealing 
with 300 votes out of several millions 
cast,” Stallings said. 

Although the stakes for Bush and 
Gore are higher, and the vote much 
closer, the mechanics of this year’s 
recount aren’t much different from 
— Hansen’s -1 98-H** perience. 

“Any type of recount is like what’s 
going on down there. You’ve got a lot of

lawyers, a lot of couni ers and a 
lot of jurisdictions to deal with,” 
said Hansen, a Republican, who 
represented Idaho’s 2nd 
Congressional District from 196S 
to 1968 and again from 1975 to 
1984. 

In 1984 he was convicted of 
falsifying federal financial disclo- 
sure statements and lost his bid 
for an eighth term to Stallings. 
Hansen eventually served a year 
in prison on those charges. 

In the weeks after the election, 
Hansen challenged Stallings' slim 
lead, forcing a hand recount. 

“We had our lawyers and he 
had his lawyers, the Democratic 
National Committee had theirs 
and the Republican National 
Committee had theirs," Stallings 
said. “Local party officials got 
involved. In some of these small- 
! er counties (the recount) was like 
a major event," 

After enduring the agony of 
vote-counting machine quirks 
and clerical errors of all kinds for 
more than a month, the recount 
ended up padding Stallings’ lead. 
He went to Washington, D.C., 
with a 170-vote victory. 

“Which gave me a real 1 man- 
date,” he said wryly. 

In those weeks of waiting for 
the official results, Stallings 
attended an orientation class for 
new members of Congress at 
. Harvard University. 

; “Every day I would call my 
; wife to find out how the recount 
was going," Stallings said. “It got 
so the entire class would watch 
my reaction. I’d come back into 
, the room and say ’two more 
■ votes’ and ihey would all cheer. It 
was kind of exciting, but also 
very painful." 

But the wait must be more 
painful for Bush and Gore. 


“It’s got to be very, very 
painful to work for over a year, 
spend that kind of money and 
have it boil down to a handful of 
votes in two or three counties in 
Florida," he said. 

Hansen, on the other hand, 
prefers not to think about the 
emotional side of his loss. 

“You don’t dwell on those 
things,’’ he said. “It’s just inter- 
esting, that’s all. You just sit back 
and think that they’d sure get 
through this tiling easier if they’d 
do a few other things instead of 
the things they do for public rela- 
tions, political reasons or other 
purposes. That goes for both 
sides." 

However, he did at the very 
least sympathize with Bush and 
Gore. 

“You just try to loam by it and 
go on. If you’ve got a nail-biter 
going on, you find enough 
patience to get through it, do 
whatever you can to influence it, 
and move on," Hansen said. 
"They’ve invested a lot of time 
and money and they know it all 
could rest on the legal whim of 
somebody in one of the courts or 
something turning up that they 
hadn’t counted on," 

Stallings’ tight victory didn’t 
affect his ability to do his job - he 
wound up serving four terms, and 
said the 1984 win might have 
enhanced his standing in 
Congress. However, the next 
president might have a rough 
road over the next four years. 

"Not only will the American 
public be angry, because they 
thought they voted for one and 
got the other, the Congress is 
going to be very, very cool," 
Stallings said. “Anyone who goes 
in with a two or three hundred 
vote plurality ... is not going to 
have a lot of doui.”

ed shelf life - is in the process of 
patenting a method for packing 
plant-based foods for public use, 
and hopefully for the space pro- 
gram. The method also would 
help the agricultural industry by 
reducing product waste for grow- 
ers, Mitchell said. i 

But the project is confidential, 
so he didn’t want to give details. 

Pomctto’s visit also caught the 
attention of Carter Wilson of 
Twin Falls, a buyer and shipper of 
dry beans. Wilson, of the 25-year- 
old family business J.P. Wilson 
Co., is looking for alternative uses 
of diy beans. But he, too, is stay- 
ing tight-lipped for now about his 
ideas. 

The NASA Food Technology 
Commercial Space Center’s mis- 
sion is to engage NASA scientists, 
commercial companies and acad- 
emic researchers to develop foods 
and food processing to enhance 
space missions and benefit the 
public 

It’s a specialized market, for 

Foods must meet weight, mass 
and energy requirements and 
address the effects of long-dura- 
tion flight on astronauts’ bodies. 
The minimum shelf life is nine 
months for the Shuttle program, 
one year for the International 
Space Station and five years for 
future planetary or lunar out- 
posts, Pometto said. 

NASA wants a food supply 
heavily dependent on regenera- 
ble crop production - potatoes, 
rice, wheat and carrots, for exam- 
ple. 

“For the first time, they’ll be 
processing food in space," 
Pometto said. On Mars, NASA 
wants to grow 90 percent of what 
astronauts eat. 

But food-processing systems - 
to turn soybeans into burger pat- 
ties, for example - will have to 
operate in microgravity on the 
International Space Station or 
reduced gravity on planetary out- 
posts, he added. They can’t take 
up much space, they must require 
minimal cleanup, and any odors 
they create must be manageable. 


Commercial partners sudi as 
Rocky Mountain Resource Labs 
can commit at several financial 
levels to contribute cash or “in- 
kind activity.” Those in-kind con- 
tributions could include grants 
received from other agencies or 
overhead costs involved in 
research. 

What do they get in return? 
Here’s part of the list: 

• Fast-track evaluations - but 
no guarantees of success - for get- 
ting products onto the Shuttle 
and the International Space 
Station. 

• Access to NASA food science 
and technology experts. 

• Input to NASA regarding 
research priorities. 

• A listing - with logo and pro- 
ject description - in the food tech- 
nology center's literature, presen- 
tations and Internet site. 

• An invitation to participate in 
NASA’s annual commercial open 
house to display products and 
visit the Johnson Space Center 
campus, from which. Bradley 
recently relumed. 

• Access to research facilities at 
Iowa State University. 

• Display of final 
commercial/space products or 
prototypes at Johnson Space 
Center. 

Corporate partners themselves 
set the value of their in-kind 
activities to satisfy the partner- 
ship requirement, Pometto said. 
Examples of those activities could 
be product development that 
meets space program needs for 
soybean extrusion, or for extend- 
ed-life packaging that blocks 
gases and light yet withstands, 
microwave heating, or for recy- 
cling of water and carbon. 

And, of course, there’s the ques- 
tion of variety. 

“They’re always looking for 
new foods to put on the menu," 
Pometto said. 

Shuttle mission astronauts 
picked their own meals from a 
menu before takeoff. But on the 
space station, it’s family-style eat- 
ing: Everyone gets the same thing 
for any given meal.

roots, grasses and insects, Fish 
and Wildlife says. 

“I believe this reintroduction is 
on unnecessary move by the fed- 
eral 

government against the wishes 
of the people of Idaho," U.S. Rep. 
Mike Simpson said. "There are 
several hundred grizzly bears in 
Idaho, including the Yellowstone 
ecosystem." 

The central Idaho recovery 
area is the largest block of wilder- 
ness habitat in the Rocky 
Mountains south of Canada. It 
offers high-quality grizzly habitat 
with excellent potential to recov- 
er a healthy population of bears 

The reintroduced bears will be 
designated as a nonessential, 
experimental population - a des- 
ignation that allows more flexibil- 
ity in managing the bears. 
Livestock attacks would be han- 
dled the same way as attacks by 
wolves, said Bob Ruesink, Fish 
and Wildlife’s Idaho supervisor. 

Bears that attack livestock 
would be trapped and relocated, 
and repeat offenders may be 
killed, he said. 

“The. exhaustive planning 
process for recovery of grizzly 
bears in the Bitterroot is now 
complete and we are prepared to 
go forward in partnership with 
the citizens of Idaho and 
Montana,” said Ralph 
Mongenweck, Fish and Wildlife^ 
regional director for the 
Mountain-Prairie Region. 

“There is still a lot of work to 
be done before any bears can 
actually be reintroduced, howev- 
er, including the creation of the 
Citizen Management 

Committee," he said. 

Conservationists contend the 
vast Selway-Bitterroot and Frank 
Church-River of No Return 
wilderness area arc ideal reloca- 
tion sites for the bear, which is 
protected under the Endangered 
Species Act in the lower 48 states. 

The recovery project will be 
managed by a ISmcmbcr Citizen 
Management Committee compris- 
ing local residents, suite and fed- 
eral agency officials and member 
of the Nez Perce Tribe. 

The committee members would 
be appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior - seven members rec- 
ommended by the governor of 
Idaho; five recommended by the 
governor of Montana; one mem- 
ber recommended by the Nez 
Perce; one member representing 
the Forest Service; and one mem- 
ber will represent the Fish and 
Wildlife Sendee. 

Members recommended by the 
governors would include a repre- 
sentative of the state *ish and 
game agencies. — - 

The committee members will 
serve six-year terms and meet at 
least twice a year. Meetings are 
open to the public. 

The secretary also would 
appoint two non-voting scientific 
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advisors. : *1 

The committee’s job will ttrbe 
oversee recovery while accomhio- 
dating the needs of the public, 
Morgcnweck said. The group's 
decision will guide the federal 
and state agencies with responsi- 
bility for bear management. 

The bears once numbered ntore 
than 50,000 in their native 
Bitterroot region until hunfers 
killed off many of them. They dis- 
appeared in the 1940s. The £oal 
of the effort is to establish a popu- 
lation of about 280 bears, wliidt is 
expected to take a minimum of 50 
to 100 years. 2 

“Citizen management can give 
westerners what they have bpen 
asking for for years - a voiqe in 
wildlife recovery,” said Tom 
France of the National Wildlife 
Federation. “Gtizen management 
strikes a common sense balaoce 
to recover grizzly bears wh : le 
respecting the interests of njen 
and women who use, enjoyiand 
earn their livelihoods fromlthe 
land.”

“The present plan still allows 
federal agencies to veto local con- 
trol,” Crapo said. “While Liam 
encouraged about the prospects 
for collaborative local input on 
grizzly reintroduction, nothing 
short of complete, local control is 
acceptable.” 

One of the issues to arise dur- 
ing public discussions of btoar 
reintroduction was human safety. 
Fish and Wildlife spokeswoman 
Mcggan Laxalt said. ill 

The first job of tbc citizens’ 
committee will be public educa- 
tion, teaching public safety, in 
bear country, and providing infor- 
mation about bear-proofing 
garbage containers and camp- 
sites, she said. :ii 

“We believe it's possible*. to 
recreate safely in grizzly bear 
country,” Ruesink said. 
Education is the key to ovoid. get- 
ting into bear conflicts. 

Between 1913. and 1995, oitiy 
four visitors to Glader Nadottal 
Park have died from grizzly b4ar 
attacks; between 1839 and 1994, 
five people were killed by bears 
in Yellowstone - the same num- 
ber as people murdered in ihe

“or you may have to have a 
lengthy conversation with us.”

■ the next president to believe he 
could stop using the military for 

■ peacekeeping and other noncom- 
bat missions overseas. 

‘‘i Commenting on the national 
^security challenges likely to face 
™<he United States over the com- 
ing 10 years, Army Gen. Henry H. 
( Shelton said the world's lone 
•Superpower must continue to pre- 
• pare its military for a wide range 
-of missions, from training abroad 
“and joining in peacekeeping 
^duties to fighting major wars. 

"It Is naive to think that the 
military will become involved in 
[only those areas that affect our 
vitol national interests,” Shelton, 
.-'chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
~Staff, said in a speech to a confer- 
ence on U.S. priorities for a 21st 
[century security strategy. 
t. “The strategic environment will 
-most certainly cause us to deploy 
forces to achieve limited military 
. objectives,” he said. "As a global

have said he believes the combat 
capability of the U.S. Army, 
which has been on peacekeeping 
duty in Bosnia for five years and 
in Kosovo for more than one year, 
has been degraded as a result.

Official says 
Persian Gulf 
forces will last 

MUSCAT, OMAN (AP) - 
Defense Secretary William Cohen 
insisted Thursday “there's no 
turning back’’ on deployment of 
U.S. forces in the Persian Gulf, 
regardless of who wins the U.S. 
presidency. 

Although. Cohen, the only 
Republican in President Clinton’s 
Cabinet, plans to leave govern- 
ment when the administration 
ends in January, he sent a strong 
message that U.S. forces will 
remain “forward deployed" in the 
Gulf for the “indefinite future.” 

Cohen’s comments came as 
Yemen identified the two men 
who steered a small boat laden 
with plastic explosives into the 
USS Cole on Oct. 12 as veterans of 
the U.S. -backed guerrilla war to 
drive Soviet forces from 
Afghanistan, according to Prime 
Minister Abdel-Karim Ali Iryani. 

One of the two who carried out 
the attack, which killed 17 U.S. 
sailors as the Cole refueled in this 
port, has been identified as a 
Yemeni born in the eastern 
province of Hadramaut, Iryani 
said. 

Five weeks after die bombing, 
Cohen gave that assurance to 
leaders of Bahrain and repeated 
the commitment to U.S. sailors. 
He spoke to several thousand men 
and women assembled on the 
hangar deck of the USS Abraham 
Lincoln, an aircraft carrier enforc- 
ing the “no fly zone” in Iraq.

Bush decides against Iowa recount 


Seeking to draw a contrast to 
the ongoing recount in Florida, 
Republican presidential candi- 
date George W. Bush Thursday 
declined to request a recount of 
the presidential vote in Iowa, 
where Vice President Al Gore 
won by a little more than 4,000 
votes. 

With manual recounts now 
going forward in the Sunshine 
State where Bush leads by about 
300 votes, Bush campaign chair- 
man Don Evans announced from 


Austin that the Texas governor 
had chosen not to contest the 
vote outcome in the Hawkcyc 
State. 

Evans said Buslt had decided 
against asking for a recount in 
Iowa where Gore’s margin of vic- 
tory was a narrow 0.3 percent to 
"do his part to ensure the fair- 
ness, accuracy and finality of this 
election." He said Iowa support- 
ers had urged the Bush campaign 
to request a recount to narrow 
and perhaps reverse Gore’s lead, 
but the Texas governor’s camp 
declined.

I f you believe, as 1 do. that we are 
skating on thin ice in the dispute 
over Florida’s presidential votes, 
then the forgotten case of Dr. 
Lloyd W. Bailey of Rocky Mount, 
N.C., may soon become much better 
known. 

Bailey was a Republican Party stalwart 
chosen by die Tarheel GOP as a presiden- 
tial elector for Richard Nixon in die 1968 
election. But when it came time to per- 
form that ceremonial duty, Bailey decided 
to vote instead for George Wallace, the 
American Independent Party presidential 
candidate. 

When the House and Senate met in 
joint session on Jan. 6, 1969, for the usual- 
ly routine count of electoral votes, objec- 
tion was raised to Bailey’s vote by mem- 
I bers of Congress who thought it properly 
belonged to Nixon, who had carried North 
Carolina. Interestingly, the lead objector 
on die Senate side was Edmund Musldc of 
Maine, die vice presidential candidate on 
die losing Democratic ticket headed by 
Hubert Humphrey. 

It is what happened next that has unex- 
pected relevance for us. Once objections 
were filed, the House and Senate separat- 
ed. Each debated the issue for two hours, 
and then voted. On both sides of the 
Capitol, most members thought Bailey 
should be allowed to vote as he pleased. 

Why is dtis relevant? Because it is not 
impossible diat die upshot of the ongoing 
Florida batdc will be a congressional con- 
test over the 25 electoral votes that can 
determine the identity of the next presi- 
dent. Unless die escalating legal-political 
tattles in Florida are settled definitively 
licforc the Dec 12 deadline for certifying 
electors, it is quite conceivable that rival 
delegations of electors could present ere- 
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Commissioners need to listen 

Elections are over and Twin Falls 
County finally has three elected commis- 
sioners again.

I he court said it wanted more 
time to consider a late appeal 
from Johnny Paul Penry, 4.4, 
whose case drew protests from 
around the world. 

Tlie court did not say how long 
the stay of execution would last. 

Penry was to become 38th 
‘ Texas inmate to be executed this 
year - the highest number by any 
state since the U.S. Supreme 

Feds search

MANDIvVILLE, La. (AP) - 
Federal agents searched the 
home of former Ku Klux Klan 
leader David Duke and seized 
boxes of documents Thursday. 

FBI spokeswoman Sheila • 
Thorne refused to disclose the 
nature of the investigation. 

Agents from the FBI, Internal 
Revenue Service and the Postal 
Service entered Duke's suburban 
New Orleans home at 8 a.in. and 
were still inside the hbuse, with 
the blinds drawn, at mid-after- 
noon. 

Duke, 50, was not home. He 
was in Russia promoting a (took,-, 
said Vincent Edwards, a ' 
spokesman for a Duke-led politi- 
cal organization. 

The former KKK leader and 
Senate candidate appeared 
before a federal' grand jury in 
New Orleans in 1999 as news * 
broke that Gov. Mike Foster had 
paid him more than 5150,000 for 
a computerized list of his support- 
ers, supposedly for use during the 
1995 governor's race. Duke had 
considered entering that race but 
ultimately stayed out of it. 

The grand jury reportedly was 
seeking information on whether 
Duke paid taxes on the money. 

It was not known if the raid on 
Duke’s home had anything to do 
with that matter. 

. Foster “hasn’t spoken to the 
FBI,” said the governor’s spokes- 
woman, Marsanne Golsby. “He 
doesn’t know anything about it.” 

. Foster, a Republican, paid a 
*20, 000 fine to the state Board of 
Ethics in connection with the list 
of supporters. 

Duke spent years on the politi- 
cal fringe, first as a Klan leader 
who publicly expressed neo-Nazi 
sympathies, then as founder of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of White People, 
which decried integration. 

He got elected to the state 
House in 1989 as a Republican 
and ran unsuccessfully for the 
U.S. Senate in 1990, pulling 44 . 
percent of the vote against- 
Democratic Sen. J. Bennett 
Johnston.

ATLANTA (AP) - Hosea 
Williams, a top lieutenant to 
Martin Luther King Jr. who battled 
for civil rights for more than three 
decades after King’s death, died of 
cancer Thursday. He was 74. 

Willinms died at Atlanta’s 
Piedmont Hospital where he. was 
being treated for an infection 
since Oct. 20, spokeswoman Nina 
Montanaro said. 

Williams was diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in 1997 and had a 
cancerous kidney removed in 
October 1999. After the surgery, 
he underwent a series of 
chemotherapy treatments. 

Williams never lost the combat- 
ive spirit that boosted him from 
the obscurity of a government 
agricultural chemist’s job in 
Savannah to the front of the civil 


rights fray of the 1960s. 

When he was jaded, which hap- 
pened more than 125 times, he 
often waved it off as “just another 
attempt to silence Hosea 
Williams” or to stop his attacks on 
“the downtown power structure.”

to help save two lives. 

In December 1998, Schutte 
got a call from a neighbor whose 
husband was in cardiac arrest. 
Schutte went to the home and 
performed CPR, keeping the 
man alive until an ambulance 
arrived. 

“He has had three years with 
his family he wouldn’t have 
had," Schutte said. 

Schutte also helped save her 
husband’s life after he suffered 
heart attack symptoms. 

“It’s an important skill to 
know,” she said. “When 1 
worked on an ambulance, the 
only people we saved were ones 
that had CPR performed on 
them. Ambulances can’t get 
there in time.” 


The Red Cross raises money 
year-round from corporations, 
foundations and other groups. It 
has a statewide budget of mur<- 
than $2 million, with most 
money going towards disaster 
services. 

In just the past month, the 
Sawtooth Branch of the Red 
Cross has provided aid for peo- 
ple displaced by five house 
fires, said Karen Langley, the 
branch’s executive director. 

The Red Cross provided 
motel rooms, food, clothes, 
vouchers and a comfort kit with 
toiletries. 

The Red Cross has also set up 
shelters in Salmon and other 
areas for people displaced by 
the summer wildfires.

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Medical board says Burley doctor violated standard

BURLEY - When Charles Suits 
was arrested on methamphetn- 
mine-related charges in 
December 1998, he also had 
other drugs In his possession, 
without a prescription to carry 
them, the Idaho Board of 
Medicine contends. 

That was one factor in the 
.board’s Nov. 10 decision to 
revoke Suits’ medical license. 
Suits is allowed to practice until 
the board reviews a petition filed 
Wednesday asking for a reconsid- 
eration of the evidence. 

Suits was found guilty in 
February of possessing toetharo- 
phetamine in connection with a 
December 1998 drug sting. 

The board heard evidence that, 
at the time of his arrest Suits had 
32 tablets of Phendlmetrazirie 
Tartrate - a controlled substance 


whose effects resemble ampheta- 
mine. That information, signed 
by hearing officer and Boise 
attorney Roger J. Holes, was 
included in 13-pnge decision 
obtained Thursday by The Times- 
News. 

There was no evidence that 
Suits possessed a prescription for 
this medicine, according to the 
report. 

Suits Thursday denied ever 
possessing the pills. 

“That’s carrying an entire bot- 
tle of pills in your pocket. It’s 
ludicrous," Suits said. 

Holes took evidence from 
Boise attorney Jean Uranga, who 
prosecuted the case before tho 
medical board,. and Suits’ attor- 
ney, James Annest, in a series of 
hearings last summer. Hales then 
mode recommendations to the 
board’s disciplinary committee. 

Hales concluded that when 
Suits exchanged a prescription 


for methamphetamine, he violat- 
ed the community standard of 
care for an Idaho physician. 

Other events led the board to 
conclude Suits violated this care 
standard. 

Hales also dted testimony that 
supported the allegation that 
Suits falsified the medical 
records of Kathy Gann, the 
woman who cooperated with the 
police sting. 

Hales said Suits previously 
gave some drug samples and pre- 
scriptions to Gann, without con- 
ducting medical examinations. 

“No evidence was provided 
which would indicate that Dr. 
Suits prodded this drug to Ms. 
Gann for any disease, injury or 
medical condition," Hales wrote. 

Suits has argued Gann was his 
patient at the time. He has also 
argued that Gann - who had 
received a probation Sentence. in 
connection with two counts of 


forgery - forged many of the pre- 
scriptions signed in his name. 

Suits is appealing the board’s 
decision, saying none of his evi- 
dence challenging the integrity 
of the Cassia County Sheriff's 
Department had been consid- 
ered. Suits said Thursday there 
was no consideration given to 
expert testimony that suggested 
audiotapes of his drug sting had 
been altered. 

In his recommendation, Hales 
said he found expert testimony 
arguing the tapes’ authenticity to 
be more credible than expert tes- 
timony on Suits’ behalf. 

Suits also said nothing was said 
about testimony that suggested 
an altered videotape of the arrest 
had been substituted for the orig- 
inal. 

“It's so blatantly clear and 
obvious, thnt anyone 90 percent 
blind could tell it was a fake 
tape," Suits said.

Residents want 
shot at annexation

DIETRICH - Children from 
the remote Hidden Valiev area 
of Lincoln County live 8' miles 
closer to Dietrich than 
Shoshone, but they legally 
belong in the Shoshone School 
District. 

Today Hidden Valley resi- 
dents hope they will finally get 
a shot at officially joining 
Dierrich’s school system, where 
they historically have sent their 
children. The State Board of 
Education meets in Lewiston 
and will decide whether Hidden 
Valley can hold an annexation 
ejection. 

Annexation could make the 
families of the eight Hidden 
Valley children who attend 
Dietrich School official mem- 
bers of the district, and it has 
broader implications than that. 

It will affect property taxpayers 
in Shoshone, and it could bring 
enough votes to help Dietrich 
pass a bond issue for school con- 
struction. 

For Alton VanTa-sidl. whose 
own children are grown,. annex- 
ation has been a long time com- 
ing. The State Board has denied 
Hidden Valley's past annexa- 
tion attempts, because 
Shoshone couldn't afford to lose 
Hidden Valley, she said. But 
Shoshone’s market value has 
increased and it is able to 
absorb the loss. 

"Our tax dollars need to go to 
the school that has been educat- 
ing our children for a long 
time," VanTassell said. 

Hidden Valley is a sparsely 
populated, large-acreage farm- 
ing area in Lincoln County that 
lies halfway between the small 
town of Dietrich and even 
smaller town of Minidoka, 
where [laved roads dead end 
into the desert and lava beds. 

State hearing officer Guy R. 
Price, who evaluated Hidden 
Valley’s proposal, has submit- 
ted a report recommending the 
State Board approve Hidden 
Valley's petition. Dietrich 
School District appears to be an 
island within Shoshone's dis- 
trict. and it is a geographic 
anomaly that Hidden Valley 
remains part of Shoshone’s dis- 
trict, the report said. 

Shoshone School District 
opposes Hidden Valley’s annex- 
ation into Dietrich, because 
Shoshone stands tu lose $4.2 
million of its tax base. 

The loss is not enough to put 
Shoshone in jeopurdy of exceed- 
ing legal limits on the amount 
of bond debt its tax base is 
allowed to handle, Price’s • 
report said. By law, districts 
have a limited bonding capacity 
of 5 percent of market value. 

Shoshone School District’s 
market value is about $92 mil- 
lion, and its bond debt is about 
S3 million, giving it Shoshone 
has about SI. 6 million of breath- 
ing room. 

“I understand why they want 
to be annexed,” Superintendent 
Max Excell said. 

Hidden Valley residents pay 
Shoshone district property 
taxes but don’t use the system.

ELKO, Nev. - Spring Creek resi-

, The modular buildings were

The Board’s “pay-as- 
you-go" master plan, first present- 
ed last year, was revamped to 
postpone construction of a new 
nigh school in Elko from 2004 to 
2006. 

Sage Elementary School is the 
only school in the district made up 
entirely of modulnr buildings. 
Parents had long complained of 
unrestricted access to strangers 
and stray animals that didn!(_ 
belong on the school grounds. 

Parents also had health and 
safety concerns, such as mice in 
the dassrooms and unsafe walk- 
ways and exits cluttered with 


clothing and too small to accom- 
modate a large volume of students 
in case of an emergency evacua- 
. cion such as a fire. 

Weather also played a part in 
parents' complaints, especially 
when the winter snow season 
brought out extra coats, boots and 
scarves that were strewn on class- 
room floors because of lack of 
closet space. 

Parents have always made a 
point to not criticize the quality of 
the education or the teachers of 
Sage Elementary and instead 
have focused their complaints on

BURLEY - The Burley 
Highway District asked county 
planners Thursday to help 
improve the dialogue on deci- 
sions affecting county roads, 

“All of you drive on our roads 
and know the challenges we 
face,” highway district chairman 
Gaylcn Smycr told the Cassia 
County Planning and Zoning 
Commission. 

The commission notifies the 
district on proposed develop- 
ments that include new roads, but 
sometimes road safety or road 
quality issues are missed, Smycr 
said. 

The district is ironing out 
guidelines that will help the com- 
mission’s decision-making, Smycr 
said. 

The highway district is facing 
the demands of housing develop- 
ment along existing roads, the 
demands of routine maintenance, 
and an increase in heavy trucks 
• on roads that weren’t created for 
such traffic. 

The highway district maintains 
480 miles of roads throughout the 
county - 316 miles paved, and 164 
miles of gravel road - on a S2.5 


million budget. 

In other county business, com- 
missioners were briefed on the 
procedure for reviewing Big Sky 
Farms LLC’s hog farm applica- 
tion. 

Hie farm would house 595,000 
animals in eastern Cassia County. 

The state Department of 
Environmental Quality' has 
. approved. the farm.. but-it. still— 
needs county approval. The coun- 
ty will hold a public hearing early 
next year. 

County attorney Kerry 
McMurray predicted that regard- 
less of the outcome, the commis- 
sion’s decision will be appealed to 
county commissioners, then to 
the courts. 

. Even if planners are bombard- 
ed with conflicting evidence. 
McMurray said the courts art- 
unlikely to second-guess a deci- 
sion based on evidence and coun- 
ty ordinances, a decision that is 
not “arbitrary and capricious.*’ 

Said McMurray, “That’s your 
protection.” 

The DEQ has determined the 
proposed site is environmentally 
suitable. The county will judge- 
potential impacts on natural 
resources, recreation, schools, 
housing and community design.

A second lawsuit, objecting .to 
storing so-called mixed waste in 
another area of the $2 billion 
dump, is still pending. Hancock 
said a settlement conference on 
that case is set for Dec. 6. 

Tile announcement came as 


officials at the Idaho National 
Engineering and Environmental 
Laboratory waited for a break in 
the weather to get their 26th 
shipment of plutonium-contami- 
nated waste on the road to New 
Mexico, keeping it ahead of the 
removal schedule. 

The latest shipment of 31 
drums includes mixed waste, 
which the INEEL has been ship- 
ping to New Mexico since Sept. 
8. It was the first government 
site to send radioactive material 
contaminated with other haz- 
ardous substances to the perma- 
nent dump. 

At the same time, INEEL offi- 
cials have set aside 47 barrels of 
material that initial tests indicat- 
ed contained excessive amounts 
of plutonium, which could trig- 
ger a chain reaction. Spokesman 
Tim Jackson said those barrels, 
originally checked before 1994, 
will be retested with more 
sophisticated equipment to 
determine if the adverse reading 
was correct. '

He said a big suc- 
cess was habitat-preservation 
plans with landowners and local 
governments that are intended 
to protect an entire ecosystem 
rather than just one species.

Bingham County is first in state 
to try child safety seat progam 


BLACKFOOT (AP) - Police in 
Bingham County have taken the 
idea of community policing to a 
new level. 

This week the county became 
the first in the state to participate 
in a nationwide program that 
prompts people to report 
motorists who have not placed 
their cliildrcn in safety seats. 

Instead. of calling police, resi- 
dents can go to the police depart- 
ment or one of 35 sponsoring busi- 
nesses in Blnckfoot, Aberdeen 
and Shelley to fill out a yellow 
card with as much information as 
they can gather about the people 
not using child safety seats. 

The people reporting the mis- 
demeanor will not be named. But 
the identified motorists will 


receive a letter from the Bingham 
County Sheriffs Office and the 
local jxjlice department, advising 
them to buckle up their children. 
They will be urged to call either 
office to see if they qualify for a 
low-price or free car seat. 

"If you don’t have one, we can 
get one for you," Blackfoot Police 
Cliicf Dave Moore said. 

Police officers will not be as 
generous if they see someone 
without the proper restraints, he 
said. 

Anyone seen by officers not 
using child safety seats will be 
cited and face a fine up to S70. 

People making reports will not 
receive rewards, said Chcri 
Nelson, injury prevention coordi- 
nator with the Southeastern 


District Health Department. 

But, she said, “they may save a 
life. That’s a great reward." 

Nelson and police department 
secretary Sallic Carson found out 
about the program at a confer- 
ence on seatbelt safety. 

It has helped increase the use 
of child restraints in other parts 
of the country, and officials hope 
the same will be true in Bingham 
County. 

Southeastern Idaho ranks as 
the worst area in the state in 
terms of adult seatbelt and child 
safety restraint use. Bingham 
County tops the charts for the 
region, Nelson said. 

Roughly onc-quartcr of 
motorists in Bingham County use 
seat belts or child safety seats. 


Judge shuts 
down dirt 
removal 

COEUR d’ALENE (AP) - A 
judge has ended, at least tem- 
porarily, the scraping of din from 
a ranch^ along the North Fork of 
'tfie’Coeur'd'AJene River. 

First District Judge Craig 
Kosonen’s decision on 
Wednesday to shut down the top-' 
soil project relieved Shoshone 
County officials, who contend the - 
dirt removal equals surface min- 
ing and is therefore illegal. They 
add that it increases the chance 
of erosion along the flood-prone 
river and damages the character 
* of the rural area. 

Kosonen granted a preliminary 
injunction, meaning contractor 
Cal Evans cannot remove more 
soil from the Lazy Teacup Ranch. 
Evans has been buying soil and 
selling it for use at the Bunker 
Hill Superfund project and 
Union Pacific rails-to-trails con- 
struction. Both projects need 
uncontaminated soil to cover up 
mining wastes. 

Steve Fender, Evans’ attorney, 
said he did not know if Evans will 
continue the court battle to get 
topsoil from the ranch. 

Meanwhile, a private group 
added its voice to concerns that 
topsoil removal will increase the 
amount of sediment that goes 
into the river.

SEATTLE (AP) - Pieces of the 
Titanic, including *ome not seen 

on^the surface since 1912, will be 
exhibited at the Pacific Science 
Center. 

.. The .exhibit, to run from 
. March to September, will 
include about 200 artifacts, rang- 
ing from n 13-ton section of the 
ship’s hull to a matching 
Edwardian cobalt and gold din- 
ner plate and tea cup. 

“We will definitely have items 
in the Seattle exhibit that have 
never been seen,” said John 


Norman, executive vice presi- 
dent of exhibit producer SFX 

Family-Entertainment. 

The exhibit was announced at 
a Wednesday news conference. 

Displaying the 13- by 20-foot 
hull piece, which was recovered 
in 1998, will mean knocking out 
a wall at the center. 

“It’s a very huge piece,” cen- 
ter director George Moynihan 
said. 

The piece is the outside wall 
of first-class cabins C-79 and C- 
81. It will be brought to Seattle 


soon and stored in a Boeing facil- 
ity pending the exhibit opening. 

The exhibit will be designed to 
bring the Titanic tragedy home 
to viewers. Each will be given 
“boarding passes” bearing the 
name of a real passenger on the 
ship, which hit an iceberg and 
sank in the North Atlantic on its 
first voyage in 1912.

Elegant dinnerware may 
be displayed alongside the more 
plain dishes used in steerage.

honor,” he said. “These are real 
people, a real tragedy and a real 
story." 

Some have criticized the 
removal of pieces of the Titanic 
from the ocean floor. Mark Lach, 
spokesman for SFX

aren’tlbrought to the surface and 
restored, they eventually will 
decay. In the end, the Titanic 
would be nothing more than a 
“stain on the ocean floor,” he 
said.

Sleeping in the cattle bam 


WOODSIDE, Calif. (/VP) - This 
wealthy, w-ngdsy hamlet is dubat- 
i«K a novel way to comply with a 
stale affordable-housing mandate: 
f-et |>eop]c sleep in horse bams. 

It's a twist on animal husbandry 
that makes some squeamish in a 
town where pillion Valley tycoons 
command multimillion-dollar 
estates. Indeed, three .short years 
ago, Woodside sued a resident to 
stop renting his two in-bum apart- 
’ meins. 

Prodded by local horse lovers, 
not to mention an unbridled prop- 
erty market, town planners now 
say they might permit the bam 
apartments as part of n zoning 
overhaul, and in the meantime ful- 
fil! a state requirement to add 16 
affordable units in coming years. 

Should Woodside fail to placate 
the state Department of Housing 
and Community Development’, it 
would lose eligibility for low- 
income housing funds - not that it 
would miss them. 

Woodsidc’s name doesn’t lie: die 
town is a rustic-yet-refined patch- 
work of 5, GOO people and 1,000 
horses stitched into leafy lulls 30 
- miles south of San Francisco. 
Residents founded the town 44 ’ 


Town eyes ‘solution’ 
to its affordable 
housing problem 

years ago to rein in galloping 
development and save its equestri- 
an ambiance. 

Woodside's exclusivity may 
make “affordable housing” seem 
like die punchline to a had joke, 
but die town is still subject to state 
guidelines. The 16-unit mandate 
has some homeowners advocating 
what is already a common, if ille- 
gal, arrangement. 

"If we get the owners to own up 
to it, yeah, there’s probably that 
number in town right now,” said 
Glenn Atkinson, whose Portola 
Farms houses 100 horses under 
four bams. Each bam includes an 
efficiency apartment, three of 
which are bachelor pads for stable 
hands. 

Town planners considering the 
change are wary. They fear allow- 
ing man and l>easi under one roof 
will increase population density 
and generally blemish its countri- 
fied sheen. 

"We’re not looking at wholesale- 


renting out of bams as affordable 
housing,” promises Town Manager 
Susan George. Still, she said, if the 
town lets caretakers, maids or nan- 
nies live In bams, “Presumably, 
they are going to qualify as a mod- 
erate- or lower-income person." 

Atkinson said he rents the 
fourth to a couple for around $600 
u month. That’s well below the 
S870 “affordable” ceiling a one- 
bedroom must come under by 
state definitions - and half the rate 
a one-bedroom cottage fetches on 
the open market. 

But profit is not the point, 
according to Atkinson, who said he 
has permits for his apartments. 
Private horse owners entrust their 
horses to his care and Atkinson 
doesn’t want one of them suffering • 
or even dying overnight when sta- 
blehands are away. 

“The point is to get somebody in 
the bam,” said Atkinson. “It’s for 
the safety of the horses, period.” 

Peter Bullock, the man whose 
iwo barn apartments Woodside 
sued to shut down, makes the 
same point. He said he lost his best 
horse recently - a death his old 
boarders would liave prevented by 
phoning a veterinarian.

cheerleaders. 

Dennis Miller seems bland in 
comparison. 

“I don’t think I’ll have any 
handcuffs on me. I’ll be free to 
express my opinions, whether 
they are right or wrong,” Ventura 
said Thursday. “Tliis is going to be 
a lot of fun.” 

The XFL, a joint venture 
between NBC and the World 
Wrestling Federation, opens its 
10-game season in February. NBC 
will broadcast games in prime 
time on Saturdays, generally the 
lowest-rated niglu of the week. 

"Saturday night needs a real 
rejuvenation ” NBC Sports chair- 
man Dick Ebersol said. “We can 
go into that time period, six days 
after the NFL season’s over, and 
we can do the 4 or 4.5 rating that 
we've promised advertisers.’’

And he’s a name. It’s going to be a 
product starved for names. 
They’re not going to have them on 
the field.” 

During his 1998 campaign for 
governor, Ventura said Minnesota 
should consider legalizing prosti- 
tution, possibly With a red light 
district similar to Amsterdam’s. 

In interview with Playboy mag- 
azine last year he called organized 
religion a "sham and a crutch for 
weak-minded people.” 

Some Minnesota politicians 
questioned whether Ventura 
should have accepted the offer 
from the WWF and NBC. 

“He’s dearly using the prestige 
and the name of his office to 
enrich himself financially,” state 
Sen. Jolrn Marty said. “And even 
if that’s not illegal, 1 find it very 
troubling. 

“Where’s his loyalty? The loyal- 
ty ought to be to the public - the 
taxpayer - not people willing to 
enrich him based on how outra- 
geous he can be,” 

Ventura said tho new job won’t 
conflict with his gubernatorial 
duties.

..TORONTO (AP) - Mike 
GArtner is making it much easier 
PAh children in a remote Russian 
immunity to play the game that 
Wade him a star. 

''•’As director of business opera- 
tions for the NHL Players’ 
Association and chairman of its 
Goals & Dreams fund, Gartner, a 
19-year NHL veteran, is heading 
to Russia to distribute equip- 
ment to underprivileged chil- 
dren. 

The fund was set up a year ago 
to distribute $15 million worth of 
hpekey aid over a five year peri- 
00 of time. 

"The equipment is going to 
make a world of difference to 
these boys and their families,” 
Ilya Bnntsccv said from the 
Siberian city of Novokuznetsk. 
lift is a gift that many Russian 
hoys can only dream about." 

Many U.S. and Canadian com- 
munities already have received 
aid, mostly in equipment or 
^qana improvements. 

, [Goals & Dreams is expanding 
pytside of North America so the 


fund can reach other areas rep- 
resented by NHLPA member- 
ship. 

The amount of money distrib- 
uted to each country reflects the 
percentage of NHLPA members 
of that nationality. 

"It’s going to be a great experi- 
ence and a lot of fun doing it on 
behalf of the players,” said 
Gartner, who scored 708 NHL 
goals and assisted on 627 others. 
“The players feel very good 
about this program, and the 
Russian players are particularly 
interested in this trip because 
Russian kids will be getting 
equipment. 

“This is a great job - kind of 
like being Santa Claus. It’s very 
rewarding. Wo have stacks of 
letters from kids and families 
thanking us. In one brief year, 
we have made a lot of people 
and communities very happy, 
and that makes the association 
happy." 

Gartner's presence is aimed at 
assuring that the aid will reach 
the people who need it most, 


“These are hard times in 
Russia,” said Dmitry Yushkevich 
of the Toronto Maple Leafs, who 
lobbied for the Novokuznetsk 
group. “If you send money, you 
never know where it is going to 
wind up. So it’s better to send 
equipment.". 

Hockey dubs and associations 
were supported by local govern- 
ments under the old Soviet 
regime. When that system col- 
lapsed in the early 1990s, the 
funding stopped. 

“It is almost impossible for the 
average Russian family to afford 
new hockey equipment for their 
kids since the average income in 
a family with two working peo- 
ple is $150 to $200 a month in 
Novokuznetsk," Bantseev said. 
“It is very common to see hand- 
made equipment on the goalies. 
Fathers sew up shin pads from 
old coats and cover them with 
vinyl.” 

Gartner, who played for 
Washington, the Minnesota 
North Stars, the New York 
Rangers, Toronto and Phoenix, 


encourages other NHL players to 
lobby Goals & Dreams to help 
out in their communities. 

“The important thing is to put 
a smile on somebody’s face and 
give a kid some hope," Gartner 
said. “We're not doing this to try 
and make future NHL hockey 
players. The goal is to try and 
help kids become better peo- 
ple." 

Profits from NHLPA-organized 
licensing deals, such as tiiose 
with trading card and computer 
game companies, are being used 
to finance Goals & Dreams. More 
than 30 grants have been made 
so far, which have been used to 
build a screen around an out- 
door rink, provide a Znmboni, 
and purchase equipment and 
jerseys around Canada. 

Gartner and fund manager 
Devin Smith will distribute 134 
sets of equipment to two groups.

Under the deal, SIG Arms, the 
North American subsidiary of 
Swiss gun maker SIG Sauer, 
. would have made as many as 
6,000 commemorative side arms 
to be sold to law enforcement 
officers or agencies.- 

For each gun sold, a S30 royalty 
would go’ to SLOC. 

SIG Sauer also would have 
donated 120 tactical rifles to 
SWAT teams in Salt Lake 
County, Salt Lake City, West 
Valley City, Ogden, Provo, Park 
City and the Utah Department of 
Public Safety. 

Kennard saw the side arms as a 
way of rewarding law enforce- 
ment officers working long hours 
without leave or vacation during 
the Olympics. 

"These guns would have been 
probably framed or put in lock 
boxes after the games, to be 
passed down to future genera- 
tions as keepsakes,” he said.

Swiss skier Nef takes 
Park City World Cup 


PARK CITY, Utah (AP) - At 
the start house, Sonja Nef of 
Switzerland gave herself a 20 
percent chance of winning. On 
the race course, hot modesty 
never showed. 

Nef was nearly flawless, win- 
ning the women’s World Cup 
giant slalom Thursday when 
first-run leader Brigitte 
Ohermoser slowed. The race was 
skied on the course where the 
2002 Winter Olympics' GS will 
be held. 

Nef had a two-run time of 2 
minutes, 40.17 seconds, taking 
advantage of a' wider, faster 
course on the second run to 
sweep past Ohermoser, the 
Austrian who held a 1.29-secotul 
lead after the first run. 

“I felt I had a 20 percent 
chance at victory," said Nef, who 
placed 15th at last month’s 
World Cup opener in Soelden, 
Austria. "1 was upset to lose so 
much time to Obermoser. I want- 
ed to show what I could do.” 

Nef was in fourth place after 
the first nin. 1.4 seconds behind 
Obermoser. But with the gates 
placed wider to make the course 
faster ami bumpier, Nef blazed 
to a top second-run time of 
1:16.23. 

Obermoser finished second in 
2:40.49, while Anja Pacrson of 
Sweden was third in 2:40.68. 
Kristina Koznick of Burnsville, 
Minn., was the top American, 
placing 18th in 2:42.65. 

At the post-race news confer- 
ence, Nef was asked where she 
found the fire to make up 
Ohermoser’s seemingly huge 
time advantage. The question 
brought a smile as she explained 


how her goal was merely to go 
fast, since Nef felt Ohermoser 
couldn’t maintain the first-run 
pace. 

"it’s easier to have a small 
lead,” Nef said. “It’s harder to ' 
have a big lead because it’s hard- 
er to attack when you know 
you’re far ahead. You have to 
keep up your fast, aggressive 
pace." 

As for the Olympics, 15 
months away, Nef said she's 
more concerned with this sea- 
son's World Cup schedule. The 
Olympic course, however, drew 
praise. 

"You have to be a complete 
skier to master this course,” she 
said. "You have a lot of steep 
parts and a lot of flat parts. It’s 
an excellent course to determine 
the Olympic champion." 

Ohermoser, meanwhile, lost 
time as she entered the course's 
flatter, bumpier areas on the sec- 
ond run. Unable to carry her 
speed through the gates just 
above the flats, she finished in 
1:17.95. . 

On the first run, Obermoser 
was timed in a fast 1:22.54 sec- 
onds. While other skiers slid 
away from the gates, 
Obcrmoser’s aggressive line car- 
ried her sharply through every

Researcher says stars tell 
the age of the pyramids 


Tho Associated Proas 


Just torn- old are die pyramids? 
Tile answer may lie in the stars. 

Current estimates for the con- 
struction of the pyramids, based 
on surviving lists of the pharaohs, 
are believed to be accurate to 
within about 100 years. 

Hut Cambridge University 
Egyptologist Kate Spence says 
that by analyzing the relative 
position of the Earth and two 
stars, she has dated the construc- 
tion of the Great Pyramid at Giza 
- one of the Seven Wonders of 
the Ancient World - to within 
five years of 2478 B.C. 

That means the Great Pyramid 
is 4,478 years old - or 75 years 
older than one commonly accept- 
ed estimate. 

Her estimate comes from Iter 
proposed solution to another 
mystery: How did the ancient 
Egyptians align their pyramids so 
that two sides ran so precisely 
north-south? 

Site suggests that they used a 
pair of stars found in the Little 
and Big Dippers. 

Hut because Earth wobbles on 
its axis, those two stars would 
have given different indications ' 
for “north" over the centuries. So 
by calculating when that pair of 
stars woul I have been in a north- 
ern alignment, Spence says she 
can figure out when the pyramids 
were built. 

In Thursday's issue of the jour- 
nal Nature, Spence says the two- 
star method could explain the 
various degrees of inaccuracy in 

Yugoslavia 
renews ties 
with America 

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia - 
Yugoslavia's government 
announced Thursday it was 
ready to restore diplomatic rela- 
tions with the United States, 
Germany, Prance and Britain. 

Yugoslavia’s prime minister, 
Zt trait Zizic, told reporters that 
the country sought to renew the 
ties and end the country’s isola- 
tion. 

"There is no harder moment 
for a government than a breakup 
of diplomatic relations," Zizic 
said. “And there is no better 
moment than establishing them." 

The United States, Britain and 
Prance all welcomed the move, 
.which came more than a year 
after former President Slobodan 
Milosevic broke off relations at 
the start of NATO’s 78-day air 
war. 

Daniel Cruise, a spokesman for 
the National Security Council at 
the White House, said 
Washington expected letters to 
be exchanged between the two 
countries on Friday to make the 
decision official. 

“We look forward to the neces- 
sary formalities being completed 
and diplomatic relations being 
formally restored in the coming 
days," Cruise said. 


the orientation of pyramids built 
at different times. 

Today’s north star, Polaris, was 
in the wrong position in those 
days to help the pyramid 
builders. Spence instead employs 
the stars Mizar, found in the Big 
Dipper’s handle, and Kochab, in 
the bowl of the Little Dipper, 

When the pyramids were built, 
these stars circled nightly around 
a point over the North Pole. So, 
when one star appeared directly 
over the other, the Egyptians 
could have used a plumb line to 
find north, Spence says. 

It’s riot clear whether the 
Egyptians really did that, but 
“the technique she argues for 
seems very reasonable" and 
deserves further study, says 
Edwin Krupp, director of the 
Griffith Observatory in Los 
Angeles. The paper could pro-- 
vide “several pieces of a very 
intriguing puzzle." 

The ancient Egyptians aligned 
their pyramids and temples to 
the north because they believed 
their pharaohs became stars in 
the northern sky after they died. 
Aligning the pyramids, in which, 
the pharaohs were buried, was 
believed to give the deceased 
direct access to the northern sky. 

Betsy Bryan, a professor of 
Egyptology and the chairwoman 
of the department of Near 
Eastern studies at Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, says 
Spence’s method seems reason- 
able, and if it proves to be cor- 
rect, will further refine the 
timetable of ancient Egypt. 


Israel responds to shooting ambushes- 


Gunship attack kills 
German chiropractor 
living in Arab area 

JERUSALEM (AI») - Israeli 
helicopters rocketed offices of 
Yasser Arafat’s Fatah movement 
and other West Bank targets 
before dawn Thursday, killing a 
German chiropractor and wound- 
ing 10 Palestinians in an escala- 
tion of the worst Mideast fighting 
in decades. 

Also Thursday, an 11-year-old 
Palestinian boy died of injuries 
sustained a day earlier in a dash 
with Israeli troops in the Gaza 
Strip, bringing the death toll to 
221 in seven weeks, of confronta- 
tion. The vast majority of those 
killed have been Palestinians. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
: Barak on Thursday brushed off 
criticism at home that the army's 
response to Palestinian shooting 
attacks was not tough enough. “If 
we thought that instead of 200 
Palestinian fatalities, 2,000 dead 
Would put an end to the fighting 
at a stroke, we would use much 
more force," Barak said on Israel 
radio. “The opposite is true, and 
the state of Israel would then be 
in a much more complicated situ- 
ation." 

The overnight missile attacks 
on Fatah offices in the West Bank

Syrian president orders release of political prisoners;! 


DAMASCUS, Syria - President 
Bashar Assad has ordered the 
release of 600 political prisoners 
in what officials Thursday por- 
trayed as a sign of new thinking 
among Syria’s leadership. 

The amnesty marked the 30th 
anniversary of the revolution that 
brought Assad’s father, the late 
Hafez Assad, to power, state-run 
newspapers reported. 

Syrians, particularly the young, 
had looked to the 35-ycar-old 
Bashar Assad for reform, after 
decades of autocratic rule under 
his father. At home, he appears to 
have responded, with the prisoner 
release following an unprecedent- 
ed loosing of restrictions on 
debate. 

Homemade alcohol 
death toll rises to 68 

NAIROBI, Kenya - Home- 
brewed alcohol mixed with 
methanol has killed 68 people in 
Kenya's slums and sent another 
245 to hospital, police said 
Thursday. 

Footage on television news pro- 
grams Wednesday showed the 
bodies of some of the men who 
died after drinking the brew lying 
unattended on the streets of Sinai 
and Mukuru, two of Nairobi’s 
many sprawling, desolate slums. 

"It is very serious, and more 
unconscious people are being 
picked up,” police spokesman 
Peter Kimamhi said. He said 62 
deaths occurred in Nairobi, and 
six others in Kiambu district, 
about 20 miles north of the 
Kenyan capital. 

Russia to dump Mir space 
station Into Pacific Ocean 

MOSCOW - The- 14-year-old Mir 
space station, once a symbol of 
Soviet space glory, wyll be ditched 
in February in a controlled 
descent that will send it hurtling

into a remote area of the Pacific 
Ocean, Russia’s Cabinet decided 
Thursday. 

The decision came after months 
of wrestling over what to do with 
the Mir, which Moscow can no 
.longer afford to maintain. The Mir 
is by far history’s longest-serving 
space station, and Russians have 
been reluctant to let it go. 

“Nothing can Inst for eternity, 
even the Mir,” Russian space 
agency chief Yuri Koptev told 
reporters, warning that it would 
be unsafe to keep the rattling, cor- 
roding Mir aloft in its current 
state. 

The Cabinet approved a plan to 
crash the Mir into the Pacific 900 
to 1,200 miles east of Australia on 
Feb. 27-28. The move comes after 
attempts to find private investors 
.to fund it failed, Koptev said. 

Peruvian president loses ' 
power amid asylum rumors 

LIMA, Peru - President Alberto 
Fujimori lost control of Congress 
on Thursday, further eroding his 
power, while aides tried to dispel 
rumors that he was seeking politi- 
cal asylum in Asia. 

With Fujimori in Brunei to 
attend a Pacific Rim trade sum- 
mit, opposition lawmakers suc- 
ceeded in wresting control of 
Congress from him for the first 
time since 1992. 

Opposition Congressman 
Valentin Paniagua won the post of 
Congress president, defeating 
Fujimori loyalist Ricardo 
Marcenuro in a 64-51 vote. The 
post was left vacant after another 
staunch ally of the president, 
Martha Hildcbrandt, was voted 
out Monday. 

The defeat strikes a serious 
blow to Fujimori’s authority. 
Along with his control of the 


courts, Fujimori's domination of 
the legislature had given him free 
rein to rule virtually unopposed. 

Judge rules against fertility 
clinic In case of triplets 

SHEFFIELD, England - A 
judge ruled Thursday that a fertil- 
ity clinic was in breach of contract 
after a woman it treated gave 
birth to triplets instead of the 
twins or the single baby she had 
wanted 

Patricia and Peter Thompson, 
who are seeking damages from 
the clinic, . say they agreed to the 
implantation of two embryos, not 
three, during 1996 treatments for 


infertility. The triplets were born 
in 1997. 

The doctor who carried out the 
treatment, Sundav Sugantha, told 
the High Court in the northern 
England city of Sheffield that 
three embryos were implanted Jo 
improve the patient’s chances of 
getting pregnant. 

There was no written agree- 
ment on the number of embryos 
to be implanted. , 

The doctor told Judge Sir 
Anthony Hooper that she didn’t 
recall the discussions over the 
number, but said it was standard 
practice to agree with the patient' 
beforehand.

IDAHO FALLS - Up to 40 
employees at Monroe plants In 
Idaho Falls, Blackfoot and Pocatello 
will be looking for new jobs over 
the holidays. 

The Salt Lake City-based compa- 
ny announced this week it will be 
dosing down its eastern Idaho oper- 
ations at year’s end. 

Those affected by the closure, 
about 90 percent of them truck dri- 
vers, nre being offered jobs at other 
Monroe operations. The company’s 
plants in Utah, Twin Falls and Boise 
will remain open. 

Monroe is owned by U.S. 
Aggregates, a company that in the 
1990s bought several concrete and 
ready-mix companies In California, 
the Intermountain West and the 
southeastern United States. 

David Closs, a spokesman for 
U.S. Aggregates, said that although 
the company has been profitable, 
operations in eastern Idaho hove 
not. They were too small to serve a 
wide region, he said, and there was 
too much competition locally. 

Monroe’s competition came from 
Bums Concrete, Valley Ready Mix 
and High Valley Concrete, said 
Kirk Elbngford, operations manag- 
er for eastern Idaho. 

Pocatello consumers 
benefit from gas war 

POCATELLO - Competition 
between gas retailers has. driven 
the price of gasoline in Pocatello 
well below state and national aver- 
ages. 

Idaho residents pay about $1.72 
on average for a gallon of regular 
unleaded gasoline, while motorists 
in Pocatello can find it for SI.

ABOARD THE ACELA 
EXPRESS - High-speed rail trav- 
el in the United States debuted 
Thursday with the maiden run of 
the sleek Acela Express, which 
set an Amtrak-record 150 mph 
during the New York-to-Boston 
leg of a trip thnt began in 
Washington. 

A full load of VIPs nibbled on 
salmon, filet mignon, proscuitto 
and caviar hors d’oeuvres as 
they made history aboard the 
train that Amtrnk and high- 
speed rail advocates hope repre- 
sents the future of U.S. ground 
travel. 

"Today’s inaugural run sym- 
bolizes the beginning of a new 
era of American transportation," 
Transportation Secretary 
Rodney Slater said at a kickoff 
ceremony in Washington. 

Regular service on the train 
begins Dec. 11 in the Northeast. 
Rail enthusiasts hope favorable 
reviews will boost demand else- 
where in the country for high- 
speed trains. 

For the 300 passengers invited 
for the inaugural run from 
Washington, the day began with 
breakfast inside a stately restau- 
rant in Union Station that once 
served as a VIP suite for presi- 
dents and other dignitaries 
preparing to ride the great trains 
of America’s past. Boise Mayor 
Brent Coles was among the pas- 
sengers 

Amtrak, which has received 
$23 billion in federal operating 
subsidies since its inception in 
1971, is under orders from 
Congress to become financially 
self-sufficient by 2003. High- 
speed rail plays prominently in 
its survival plans. 

Amtrak wants its bullet train 
to compete with airline shuttles 
popular with Northeast business 
travelers. Acela Express will cut 
about a half-hour off the current 
Metroliner train service between 
Washington and New York and 
about 45 minutes from the New 
York-to-Boston trip. 

A one-way coach ticket 
between Washington and New 
York will be $143, compared 
with S122 for the Metroliner. 
Travel between New York and 


Boston will cost $120, compared 
with $57 on conventional 
Amtrak trains, which will contin- 
ue to run in the Northeast. 

“We gather in the same place 
this morning to prepare to ride 
the great train of the future, 


Acela," said John Robert Smith, 
the mayor oT Meridian, Miss., 
and member of Amtrak’s govern- 
ing board. 

Wisconsin Gov. Tommy 
Thompson, Amtrak’s chairman, 
christened the train by shatter- 


ing a bottle of California cham- 
pagne on Accla’s iaj>ercd nose, 

Passengers remarked about 
the spacious restrooms, over- 
head luggage bins, oversized 
windows and brightly colored 
blue-and-purple seats. The cafe 
car includes bar stools and 
serves beer on tap. 

Acela Express pulled out of 
Washington just before 10 a.m. 
It arrived at New York's Penn 
Station two hours and 26 min- 
utes later - two minutes ahead of 
schedule. 

“We deliver!" Thompson said 
emphatically to the crowd gath- 
ered to welcome the train. 

Eighth-grader Alicia Garrison 
was among 1 1 students from J.R. 
Masterman school in 
Philadelphia taking the free ride 
from Washington to New York as 
a reward for perfect attendance 
record this year. She gave the 
train a grade of “pretty cool." 

The train got a rave review 
from sex therapist Dr. Ruth 
Westheimer, who hopped aboard 
briefly in New York to say hello 
to Michael Dukakis, the former 
Massachusetts governor who is 
now Amtrak's vice chairman. 

“I think it’s a very sexy train," 
she said. “Maybe you can walk 
Please see TRAIN.

Old Towne 
consultants 
revisit ideas

TWIN FALLS - With 225.000 
people converging on Twin Falls 
for shopping, entertainment and 
services, downtown merchants 
have an opportunity to bring in 
some business. 

A key, according to Moscow 
based consultant Tom Hudson 
and his team, is preserving t lie- 
town’s history, und using it to full 
advantage. 

“Tho founders who laid this 
town out were brilliant," Hudson 
said. “And you want to announce 
that at the five points, in such a 
way that visitors know they are 
about to enter someplace spe- 
cial." Hudson and h’is consultants 
have recommended replacing the 
five-point intersection on the 
north end of Shoshone Street with 
a roundabout. Eliminating the 
confusing signs and hardware at 
the five points would also be a 
vast improvement, Hudson said. 

At the south end of Shoshone, 
he said, the silos near Rock Creek 
should be decorared to signify the 
Nlagic Valley’s agricultural begi li- 
nings. 

Hudson’s team Wednesday 
revisited those ideas in a meeting 
with about 50 residents and busi- 
ness owners, reiterating several 
ideas from a September fact-find- 
ing visit. The team also presented 
pictures of what the changes 
could look like. 

Residents made their own sug- 
gestions, too, in an informal dis- 
cussion and vote. Here’s how their 
ideas ranked, in order of support: 

• Recruiting more businesses to 
downtown, especially anchor 
stores. 

• Rerouting traffic downtown, 
and renaming the second 
avenues. 

• Emphasizing local history and 
possibly adding a museum in Old 
Towne. 

• Improving die area’s physical 
appearance.’ 

• Establishing uniform business 
hours.

Venator earnings jump to meet Wall Street estimates

NEW YORK - Venator Group 
Inc. said Thursday that earnings 
increased 54 percent in its third 
quarter as the company contin- 
ues to sharpen its focus on the 
athletic apparel and footwear 
market. 

The New York-based specialty 
retailer, which owns the Foot 
Locker family of stores including 
the Foot Locker In the Magic 
Valley Mall, said net income rose 


to $27 million, or 20 cents a 
shore, in the quarter, from $17 
million, or 13 cents, a year ago. 
Venator met the consensus esti- 
mate ol analysts polled by First 
Call/Thomson Financial. 

Revenues totaled $1.13 billion, 
a 10 percent increase over the 
$1.03 billion recorded lost year. 
The results exclude businesses 
that have been sold or closed. 

"Our efforts to re-energize the 
Global Athledc Group remain on 
track, with both athletic footwear 


and athletic apparel contributing 
to our strong soles increase,” said 
chairman and CEO Dale Hilpert. 

Venator, formerly Woolworth 
Corp., has been narrowing its 
focus to athletic wear for the past 
few years. After three decades of 
building a retail empire with a 
wide range of chain stores, the 
company had too many holdings 
by the 1990s to compete effec- 
tively with superstores such as 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc. 

As a result Venator has sold off 


or dosed thousands of stores dur- 
ing the 1990s. The company had 
nearly 8,500 stores in 1990 and 
now operates more than 4,100 in 
North America, Europe and 
Australia. The company eliminat- 
ed 37 stores in the third quarter. 
It sold accessories chain 
Afterthoughts earlier in 2000 and 
is exiting several other opera- 
tions, including San Francisco 
Music Box, Foot Locker Outlets, 
Foot Locker Japan and' its 
Burger King franchises. In addi- 


tion to its main Foot Dicker busi- 
ness. Venal nr plans to keep its 
Champs Spurts stores and cata- 
log and online retailer Fast bay. 

Hilpert said the company is 
comfortable with the First 
Call/I'homson Financial earnings 
forecast for the fourth quarter, 
which is between 35 and 38 cents 
a share. “The strung momentum 
of our athletic business and 
improving industry trends posi- 
tions us well for the fourth quar- 
ter and 2001," he said. 


Online, video businesses drive Bames & Noble into loss

CHICAGO - Barnes & Noble 
Inc. posted a third-quarter loss as 
the No. 1 U.S. bookseller with a 
north Twin Falls store invested 
more funds in its online business 
and was hurt by weakness in its 
video gome and software stores.

At Bames St Noble Booksellers, 
soles totaled $768.7 million in the 
quarter with same-store sales 
soles at stores open at lecst a year 
- rising 5.6 percent, as demand for 
children's books, bargain books 
and music were particularly 
robust, the company said. The 
unit’s profit rose to 20 cents a 


share from 13 cents a year earlier. 

Same-store sales at' Its 
Babbage's Etc. software and video 
ame stores fell 16.7 percent 
ecouse of a shortage of Sony 
Corp.'s PlayStation 2 gome con- 
soles. The loss in that unit was 8 
cents a shore, in line with expecta- 
tions, on sales of $183.2 million. 

Last month, 

barnesandnoble.com said its 
third-quarter loss widened to 33 
cents from 15 cents. Bames & 
Noble’s portion of that loss was 13 
cents, based on its 40 percent 
ownership. Sales for the online 
business rose 58 percent in the 
quarter, Bames St Noble said. 


Although both its online ven- 
ture and video gome and software 
business added to its thirdqunriur 
loss, the company expects that to 
turn around going forward. 

“Based on current trends in 
both the Barnes St Noble 
Booksellers and Babbage's busi- 
nesses, we continue to have an 
optimistic outlook for the fourth 
quarter and 2001," the bookseller 
said. It expects to meet First Call’s 
average earnings estimate of 
$1.67 a share in the fourth quar- 
ter. 

Management told investors and 
analysts on a conference call that 
it expects its video game business 


to soar next year. And as for the 
book business, the company will 
be more aggressive with new 
store openings and plans to out- 
pace the sector in sales in the 
fourth quarter anti next year, it 
said. 

As of Oct. 28, Barnes & Noble 
Booksellers operated 559 super- 
stores and 378 mail-based stores. 
About 90 percent of book sales 
come from its superstores, with 
the remaining 10 jHrrcent coming 
from its mall-based stores.

WASHINGTON - Consumer 
price* rose a moderate 0.2 per- 
cent last month us energy prices 
showed little change after their 
surge the month before, the 
Labor Department reported 
Thursday. 

Over the-past 12-months,- the 
consumer price index has risen 
3.4 percent, with 0.8. percentage 
points of that increase due to 
energy prices going up much 
faster than those of oilier goods 
and services included in CPFs 
murketbasket of items Americans 
buy. 

Excluding volatile food and 
energy’ prices, the so-called core 
portion of the CPI rose 0,2 per- 
cent last month and was up 2.5 
jiercent since October 1999. 

Energy prices themselves also 
rose only 0.2 percent after shoot- 


ing up. 3.8 percent the month ' 
before, the department said. 
Prices at the pump for gasoline 
fell last month by 1.4 percent but 
were still up 18.7 percent since 
the end of 1999. In contrast, home 
heating oil prices rose another 13 
percent after soaring 10.3 percent 
in September. 

“Though energy prices remain 
volatile, core inflation remains 
subdued,” said economist Gerald 
D. Cohen of Merrill Lynch St Co. 
“We believe core inflation has 
{leaked. With the economy slow- 
ing, core inflation should move 
lower in coming months.” 

Separately, the Federal 
Reserve Thursday released the 
minutes of its Oct. 3 policymaking 
session at which officials indicat- 
ed they were still concerned that 
inflation might worsen. However, 
the minutes said that some of the 
officials “expressed the opinion 


that those risks were now less 
decidedly tilted to the upside” 
than they were before economic 
growth began to slow. 

“While the prospects of a sig- 
nificant rise in inflation seemed 
quite limited for the nearer term, 
the members agreed on the -need 
to remain especially vigilant for 
signs of potentially rising infla- 
tion over the intermediate term, 
particularly since any increase in 
inflation would occur from a level 
that in the view of many of the 
members (of the policymaking 
group) was already on the high 
side of an acceptable range," the 
minutes said. 

At the subsequent meeting this 
week, the officials acknowledged 
more strongly in their statement 
that economic growth has slowed, 
but they still expressed concern 
about right labor markets and the 
future level of inflation. 


Dot-com death toll 130 and counting 


K night Rlddor Nows Sorvlco • 

SAN JOSE, Calif. - Will the 
last dot-com to leave the room 
please turn out the lights? 

Already, 130 Internet compa- 
nies nationwide have shut down 
since January, putting about 
8,000 employees out of work, 
according to a study released 
Thursday by Webmergers.com, a 
San Francisco research firm. 

As if to emphasize this point, 
another dot-com said Wednesday 
it is shutting down and a handful 
of others announced mergers as 
the merry-go-round of Internet 
failures, layoffs and consolida- 
tion continues. 

The Webmergers study 
showed that dot-com failures are 
accelerating as t lie holiday sea- 
son approaches. Twenty-one Web 
companies, including many 


online retailers, have closed so 
far in November even though the 
month is only half over. Twenty- 
two dot-coms shut down during 
all of October, which at that time 
was a monthly record, the report 
said. 

“We are moving into the holi- 
days and that is an extremely 
demanding time,” said 
Webmergers President Tim 
Miller. “The last thing anyone 
wants to do is enter into the holi- 
days only partially staffed and 
partially funded." 

Webmergers found that of the 
130 doomed dot-coms, 98 were 
consumer -oriented companies - 
mostly e-tailers. 

Indeed, Garden.com, an online 
gardening products merchant 
based in Austin, Texas, said 
Wednesday that it is shutting 
down its retail operations and 


will hold a “going out of busi- 
ness" sale. The company plans to 
sell its product inventory, Web 
site address, content, photo 
library and other assets, and will 
continue to seek “strategic alter- 
natives” for its technology assets. 

On Monday Streamline.com, 
an e-commcrce company that 
delivers groceries, dry-cleaned 
laundry, developed film and 
other items' td suburban cus- 
tomers in Boston and Northern 
New Jersey, said it is winding 
down its operations. The 
Westwood, Mass., company will 
discontinue service on Nov. 22. 

Last week also brought a num- 
ber of failures. Among them: 
online furniture retailer 
Fumiture.com, online pet store 
Pets.com and 

MotherNature.com, an online 
natural health products store. 


IRS kills compensation tax shelter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Calling 
corporate tax shelters “perhaps . 
the most serious” tax compliance 
problem in the country, Treasury 
Secretary ‘Lawrence Summers 
announced Thursday that the 
IRS is shutting down a stock com- 
pensation arrangement that gen- 
erates artificial losses. 

The notice, to be issued Friday 
by the Internal Revenue Service, 
is the latest in- a scries of Clinton 
administration attacks. on tax 
shelters, but Summers said they 
merely hint at a problem that 
cost the treasury many “tens of 
billions" of dollars over a 10-year 
period. 

“We believe under the best of 
efforts we can capture only the 
rip of the iceberg," Summers told 
reporters outside the nonprofit 
Tax Foundation’s conference on 
the shelters issue. 

The Clinton administration has 
asked Congress for tougher 
enforcement authority, including 
a 25 percent tax on marketers 
and buyers of these shelters and 
an increase from 20 percent to 40 
percent in the penalty for corpo- 
rate tax underreporting. But 
Republican congressional leaders 


have largely ignored the Issue 
and many tax professionals argue 
that the IRS already has the pow- 
ers it needs. 

“This is perhaps the most seri- 
ous tax compliance problem the 
country faces,” Summers said. 
“Everything that is caught ... just 
mokes the case more strongly for 

a~ r more comprehensive ~ 

approach.” 

The shelter being shut down 
Friday involves what Treasury 
Department offidai . described as 
a “circular" stock transaction 
intended to boost o company’s 
losses and increase tax deduc- 
tions it can take. 

In such on arrangements, a par- 
ent company sets up a stock com- 
pensation plan for employees. 
Instead of buying the stock and 
simply transferring it to those 
workers, the parent contributes 
cash to buy the stock to a certain 
kind of subsidiary - which then 
purchases the shares and distrib- 
utes them to the parent’s employ- 
ees. The parent company then 
claims a deduction for the loss of 
the cosh contribution to its sub- 
sidiary and a second deduction 
for loss on the sale of the stock. 


“There’s a circular cash floyv 
from the parent to the subsidiary 
and back to the parent," said 
Jonathan Talisman, acting assis- 
tant Treasury secretary ior tax 
policy. “In effect, the parent’s 
getting two deductions for the 
same transaction. This is an artifi- 
cial loss. There’s no economic 
~hnrm'to~eltherparenror~sub'-~ 

sidiary." 

Officials declined to identify 
the companies or marketers 
involved in these transactions, 
citing tax privacy laws They also 
had no firm estimates on the total 
revenue loss, although Talisman 
said a few- “have been large 
transactions." 

The IRS, which now operates a 
separate Office of Tax Shelter 
Analysis, is expected shortly to 
announce the shutdown of yet 
another corporate tax shelter. 
Talisman said “there are others 
in the pipeline" that could be tar- 
geted soon. 

In addition, Summers said 
before the end of the year the 
IRS will Issue new standards for 
tax professionals to minimize 
“the kinds of tax shelters preva- 
lent today."

“The bidding and play warned 
me that both black-suit finesses 
would lose,” confessed South. 
“Nevertheless, I would succeed if 
spades were 3-3." 

How could'South have made 
his game? 

' West led his top diamonds, and 
South ruffed the third round. After 
cashing the ace and jack of 
trumps, he led a low spade from 
dummy, inserting his queen. The 
finesse lost to Wost’s king, and 
West exited safely with the spade 
10. Dummy’s jack won, but when 
South’s spade ace fulled to split 
the suit 3-3, there was nothing left 
but a losing qlub finesse for down 
one. 

Playing for a 3-3 spadc split 
was a poor choice. At best, the 
chances of a 3-3 split are less than 
30 percent. After West’s takeout 
double, those chances were even 
less. '■» 

To make his game, South 
should lead a low spude toward 
dummy’s jack after drawing 
trumps. If West takes his king. 
South’s problems disappear. He 
can discard a club from dummy to 
avoid a losing club finesse. 

When West refuses his spade 
king. South wins dummy’s jack 
and returns a spade, covering 
whatever card East plays.
